ent to the holding of a Parliament, as of necellicy 
ſincewee ffedrhe Proteſtant Religion, and ad- 
(fred oba Reformation in this Kingdome:;- bur 
one in the time of Superfticion ʒ in which time 
the Ulergie increaſed to that height and Dipnitie 
they are now attainedunto, and procured to them.

in their abſence : [Theſe things have beene ſuf- 


© ficiently already debated on, and concluded by ge- 
neral vote to be high Treaſon. Therfore I cdclude, 
having onely ſhewed you in what manner 1 con- 
ceive is beſt to proceed to their tryall (by the rules 
of the Common Law joyned with the power and 
wiſdome of the Parliamem ſor this their Fact of 
Treaſon;) and alſo ſnewed you divers of their en- 
ormous and wicked Adions, making much for 
proofe of their Ambitious and treacherous inten- 
tions from the beginning; humbly leaving the 
ſame to the further conſideration of this Honoura- 
ble Houſe, and deſire we may prefix a certaine day 
within ſome ſhort time, for the finall determinati- 
on of their triall. 
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
